the following Rules.

ARTICLE 1. * | 'HAT this Aſſociation, ſhall be open to the Subſcription of any Perſon, within the Pariſhes and 
Places of FRESHFroR D, WEsSTwooD, HUNGERFORD-FARLEIGH, TFLLISFORD, IFoRD, CHARTER“ 


HOUSE-H1NTON, L1MPLEY-STOKE, Pull irs-Nox ros, and MoxckxToxn-ComBE, willing to become a 
Member thereof. 


II.— That THOMAS JOYCE, of Freſhford, Eſq. ſhall be the TREASURER, of this Aſſociation, and 
E. LUXFORD, Arrtorwey, of Bradford, ary 


III.— That each Member on his entering into this Aſſociation ſhall pay into the hands of the Treaſurer, the 
Sum of 11. 1s. and allo the Sum of 10s. 6d. annually, on the 29th Day of May, in every Year, in 
order to ſupport a general Fund, to effectuate the Purpoſes of this Aſſociation ; unleſs he ſhall in any 


Year, receive Notice from the Treafurer, that his Subſcription for that Year will not be neceſſary to 
keep up the ſame. 


V.—That any Member refuſing to pay his or her Subſcription for one Month after the ſame ſhall 
become due, ſhall be excluded the Benefit of this Aſſociation. 


V.—That the fund ſhall be liable to the Charges of advertiſing, 8 and proſecuting to 
Conviction any Offender, for the Offences herein after named; and that the fund ſhall alſo extend 
to ſuch Poor Perſons, as by reaſon of their Poverty, ſhall be deemed unable to carry on a Proſecution, 
by a Committee of this Aſſociation. 


 VI.-—That a Committce of thirteert” ns be annually choſen to cnndult the Aſſairs of this Aſſo- 


ciation, and that any five of them be competent to act; and that the Rules of this Aſſociation ſhall at 
any time be explained, altered, or enlarged, by a Majority of the Subſcribers preſent at any Meeting. 


VII.—That an Annual Meeting ſhall be held on the 2gth Day of May, in every Year, except it ſhould 
happen on a Saturday or Sunday, then on the following Monday, for auditing and ſettleing the Tre aſurers 
Accounts, and other neceſſary Purpoſes. 


VIII. — That this Aſſociation ſhall extend to the Perſons of Members who ſhall be robbed on the High- 
way, beyond the Limits of this Aſſociation. 


IX. That no Compromiſe be allowed with Offenders « on any Account whatever, 


X. That the Share belonging to Proſecutors, Members of this Aſſociation, of Rewards allowed by Act 
of Parliament, or of Rewards hereby offered, {hall be paid to, or retained by the Treaſurer, in ad of 
the general F und, except a Member being robbed, ſhall aſſiſt in and be the means of apprehending 
the Perſon robbing him. 


XI.—That any Member of this Aſſociation removing to any other Place, within the diſtance of ten 
Miles of Freshford, (not being a Town) ſhall be entitled to the Benefit thereof, ſo long as he ſhall con- 
tinue to pay his Subſcription Money, 


XII.—That the Fund of this Society, ſhall on the Death of each Subſcriber, revert to, and become the 
Property of his Repreſentatives, for the Purpoſes aforclaid, on continuing the Subſcription. 


Che following Rewards, :ndependent of thoſe allowed by Af of Parliament, were ag! RY to be paid by the Treaſurer, to the Perſon 
who ſhall give Information on Oath, of the Perſon or Perſons emily of the Offences following ; provided ſuch Information 
ſhall be followed by Conviction.
